Wheeling Twp. faces seperation from Crane's district

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crnno, iMZth, will 


no longer represent Wheeling Township 
In Washington, D.C. If plans for rcdlst- 
rlctlng the sprawling 10th nml 12th Illi- 
nois Congressional districts go forward. 
If the Illinois General Assembly passes a 
plan submitted Saturday, Crane's district 
will move cast Into Dos Plalnes and 
Wheeling Township will bo In U.S. Rep. 
Hol)crt McCtory's district. 


The rcapporlionmcnt plan would create 


a new district composed of Wheeling, 
Northflcld and New Trier townships, 
Morton Grove, Miles and sections of Lake 
County. This would put McClory. R-13th, 
In o district composed of parts of the 
10th, 12th and 13th districts. 


A spokesman for Crane Sunday said 


the Congressman had not nad a chance 
to study the proposed redlstrictlng map, 
but would be particularly upset with the 
loss of Wheeling Township, which lie 
called "the heart" of the 12th District. 


"I think any change in the district line 


Is something that he would be very dis- 
appointed with, particularly Wheeling 
Township," the spokesman snid, noting 
that Crane has represented Wheeling 
Township since first elected. 


U.S. HEP. Abner J. Mikva, D-IOth, 


Sunday charged the rcdistricting plan 
was a scheme by Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley to exert more control over 
the suburban Democratic Party. 


Mikva, who would be mapped Into a 


district now represented by U.S. Rep. 
Sidney R. Yatcs, D-9th, charged that the 
independent areas were being linked to 
Chicago-dominated districts. He said 
marginal areas of the 10th District where 
Democrats could have been cultivated 
were being thrown back to the Republi- 
can strongholds. 


The plan, filed Saturday by Senate 


Pros. Cecil A. Partcc, attaches DCS 
Plaines and Park Ridge to Crane's 12th 


District. They are now represented by 
Mikva. Evanston, Mikva's home, is 
joined with Yates' 9th District to the 
south in Chicago. 


Mikva was once before mapped out of 


his district when the 1971 rcapportion- 
mcnt erased the old 2nd District on the 
South Side of Chicago. 


"THIS ONE IS A clinker," Mikva said 


of the proposed rcapportionment plan. 
"This was thought up in spleen and mal- 


ice and really doesn't even achieve a 
partisan purpose." 


Mikva said the plan was "a petulant 


and piqulsh plan to get even" for the fact 
that he failed to endorse Daley in his bid 
for reelection. 


"I think th'e legislature, which has 


done so much of late to create its own 
independence from city hall domination, 
will understand what this map is all 
about," Mikva said. "I think they will 
bury it."

Only 752 persons voted in the election,

Gerald Smiley win reelection to a one- 
year term. Smiley was unopposed. 


In the race for the three-year term, 


Mrs. Hclvic, 1150 Llcccster Rd., Elk 
Grove Village, was the top vote getter 
with an unofficial total of 477. Mrs. So- 
mogyi, 310 Dorchester Ln., Elk Grove 
Village, received 302 votes. 


Failing to retain her seat was Jean 


Casttman, who received 277 votes. Mrs. 
Cashman, 036 Brantwood, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, was named to the board in January 
(o fill a vacancy created by the resigna- 
tion of Charles Knaup. 


Also defeated was Curtis McKim, 159 


W. Brantwood, who received 258 votes. 


Mrs. Hclvic, director of the Elk Grove 


Village Youth Employment Service, said 
she had no specific plans for her role as 
a board member. "I think things aro 
pretty well planned out what wo have to 
do," she said referring to the selection of 
a new superintendent and further in- 
vestigation of a fall tax referendum. 


"I'm ready to start learning," said 


Mrs. Somog/i. president of the Byrd 
School PTO. "There's n job to be done. 
I'm sure I'll have lots of homework to do 
to bo a capable, active and helpful board 
member." 


Officials 
undecided 
on arena 


Elk Grove Village officials have not de- 


cided whether to drop plans for construc- 
tion of a major multi-purpose arena or 
seek further studies in light of a prelimi- 
nary report Indicating the arena would 
not be a big moneymaker. 


Officials are expected to take action af- 


ter reviewing a report expected in three 
weeks. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said a pre- 


liminary report from Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell and Co., analyzing the market- 
ing and economic potential of the 36-acre 
site at the northeast corner of Busse and 
Landmeicr roads, "was not as positive as 
wo expected." 


The $51,400 study is expected to be In 


officials' hands in three weeks. "The vil- 
lage has not taken a formal position 
based on the preliminary report and will, 
when it is received, review the report in 
detail," Willis said. 


WILLIS DID NOT discount the possi-

The ring of the alarm goes unheard. Tom Heckenbach 


is long out of bed, roused at first light by his rooster 
crowing in back of his home in Palatine Township. 


By the dim, dawn light, Heckenbach's thin, bespec- 


tacled figure looks older than his 31 years as he moves 
about checking a yard full of animals, setting a scene 
reminiscent of 100 years ago. 


Clad in overalls, corncob pipe jutting from his fiery red 


beard, he is alone in a world tailor-made to suit himself. 


Some call his lifestyle eccentric, but he calls it "com- 


Jortable." 


AND TOM HECKENBACH is very comfortable — in his 


job as Elk Grove High School Latin teacher mornings, 
power mechanics instructor afternoons; In his car, a '53 
Ford station wagon which runs on a mixture of gasoline 
and kerosene; on his tractor which saw its best year in 
1943; or in hunting with his Civil War muzzle-loading 
rifle. 


And he's comfortable in his home, which would set just 


about any antique dealer to drooling. - 


"Some people jog in the morning. I chop wood," said 


Heckenbach, tuning in a pop radio station on his 1927 
console radio set. Wood is needed to stoke the pot-bellied 
stove in the living room, which provides heat for the 
house. 


HECKENBACH IS A SAVER and recycler, fixing up 


old things to use again, like the wood burning stove he 
cooked on. He recently replaced the relic with a newer 
model — a 1920 gas-burning stove. 


"I guess it's just my sense of continuity," said Hecken- 


bach. "I'm really proud of the fact that my family has 
lived around here for 200 years. I've inherited most of 
this stuff." 


"This stuff" includes an 1860s Bible which he reads 


nightly, his tum-of-thc-century bed in which he's slept 
since childhood, his antique coffee grinder which provides 
fresh coffee daily, the chest he bought at a garage sale 
and later learned dated back to the 1600s, the half dozen 
kerosene lamps which he uses for light. He has electricity 
— "for the sump pump." 


BUT IT'S NOT WHAT is in his home or around it that 


sets Tom Heckenbach off from the rest of the parade. It's 
Tom Heckenbach, the man. 


He stands at the front of his Latin classes in boots, 


beard and jeans. It makes students feel comfortable. And 
so does his method of teaching. 


"I guess I do teach Latin a little differently," said 


Heckenbach. "I teach it like a modern language. 


"The kids write Latin essays on their camping or skiing

Anti-noise panel 
to ask takeoffs 
'curfew' at O'Hare

A national organization that opposes 


aircraft noise pollution will ask a federal 
judge this week to order a night curfew 
at O'Horo Airport to ban all departing 
flights after U p m. 


The National Organization to Insure a 


Sound-controlled Environment (NOISE) 
will ask U S District Court Judge Abra- 
ham L Morovitz to issue the order. 


The move Is part of tho group's effort 


to intervene in lawsuit filed by Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott against the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration and the Civ- 
il Aeronautics Board. 


SCOTT'S SUIT seeks to have the FAA 


and CAB set down strict restrictions on 
aircraft in on effort to reduce noise 
around airports. 


DCS Plaines Aid Alan Abrams, Bth, 


said tho motion will be filed Wednesday. 
Besides NOISE, Park Rldgo and Des 
Plaines plan to intervene In the suit. 


Abrams, a national director of NOISE, 


noted tho request for the night curfew on 
aircraft operations is similar to one in 
effect at Washington, D C., National Air- 
port. 


Ho noted that tho ban would bo asked 


only for departing flights. 


"These arc the operations which tend 


to cause most of tho noiso and tend to 
disturb most people," he said The 
NOISE request asked that take-offs bo 
barred from 11 p.m. until 7 a.m. Monday 
through Friday and 11 p m until 8 a.m. 
on weekends 


SCOTT FILED his suit in August. Tho 


federal agencies have moved that the 
case bo dismissed. Marovitz is expected 
to rule on that motion Wednesday. He 
also will at that time decide if Des 
Plalncs, Park Ridge and NOISE can join 
Scott's side in tho court fight. 


Abrams said ho believes strongly that 


NOISE should be allowed to Join tho suit. 


"Tho court's decision will have far- 


reaching effect on airport operations 
across the country and since NOISE is a 
national organization, we should have a 
role here," ho added. 


SCOTT'S SUIT contends that the FAA 


and CAB failed to comply with the regu- 
lations of the National Environmental 
Policy Action of 1969. 


Ho said the agencies have failed to 


conduct noise impact studies, Scott also 
contends the government has failed to 
utilize existing technology to develop 
noise abatement standards for aircraft 
operations. 


The FAA and CAB have denied Scott's 


charges. Spokesmen for tho agencies 
which control regulations for all com- 
mercial aircraft operations have stated 
that the government has done everything 
possible to reduce noiso from landing 
and departing aircraft.

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Rumsfeld: Ford, Congress tension is 'normal9 


DONALD RUMSFELD 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - White House 


chief of staff Donald Rumsfeld said Sun- 
day there is "normal tension" between 
President Ford and Congress, but he 
sees no great confrontation in the offing. 


Rumsfeld, who has served In Congress 


and both the Nixon and Ford White 
Houses, predicted that despite the built- 
in constitutional rivalry and current par- 
tisan differences between the President 
and Congress, "you will find this same 
Congress eventually moving toward solu- 
tions proposed by the President. 


"What you arc seeing are the normal 


manifestations, the normal tension that 
exists," Rumsfeld said in an an inter- 
view 
(Washington 
Window 
— 
UPI 


Audio). He added that there is a "natu- 
ral desire of the people to read about 
conflict and drama" and "a natural ten- 
dency" of the media to report it. 


Conflict "is more newsworthy, so it 


should be reported," Rumsfeld said, "but 
It is a fact of the matter that there are a 
great many areas of agreement. I don't 
see any great confrontation between the 
President and the Congress and there 


certainly is not anything approximating 
'war.' " 


As for possible conflict within the Ford 


administration, Rumsfeld emphatically 
denied that the President was "pulling 
away" from Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. 


"That's nonsense," Rumsfeld 
said. 


"The President Is very comfortable with 
his relationship with the Secretary of 
State. There is a great deal of mutual 
respect. They work closely every day 
and the President is thoroughly satisfied 
with the Secretary of State's perform- 


ance and his capability." 


Rumsfeld, who has the title "Assistant 


to the President," but performs most of 
the same functions as H. R. Haldeman 
did in the Nixon White House, pictured 
Ford as a man "who takes suggestions 
very well." 


Asked how Ford and his staff are try- 


ing to guard against isolating themselves 
from dissenting opinion, Rumsfeld said 
"We've taken a number of steps, but that 
really Isn't the critical clement." 


"The critical element is that a man 


(Ford) after 20 years in Congress is used 


to working with people, used to listening 
to differing views, used to looking at 
more than one dimensional ideas on a 
piece of paper but also in a three dimeni 
sional sense with people actually coni 
testing. And he's comfortable with it. He 
doesn't run from it." 
; 


Comparing Ford now to the man ho 


knew as a colleague in the House, Rums- 
feld said "He's very much himself. Ho 
has not taken on any particular traits oii 
any note ... I think he's moved into thtj 
office of the Presidency with amazing; 
ease."

Palestinians fight Lebanese group 


BEIRUT (UPI) - 
Palestinian guer- 


rillas and armed members of the right- 
wing Plmlangist Party fought each other 
Sunday in the bloodiest clash in two 
years involving Palestinians in Lebanon. 


The Palestine Liberation Organization 


said 26 Palestinians were killed and 19 
wounded when two of its vehicles were 
attacked by the Phalangists in the Beirut 
suburb of Bin Rummancn. 


A Pholangist spokesman said the Pa- 


lestinians opened fire first, killing three 
civilians, including one Phalangisl Par- 
ty member, and wounding several oth- 
ers. 


A PLO spokesman called the clash a 


"premeditated conspiracy aimed at mak- 
ing Palestinians and Lebanese fight each 
other to advance the interests of the 
Zionist enemy" — Israel. 


Lebanese security forces took to the 


streets in armed patrols and the PLO 
called an alert In Palestinian refugee 
camps. 


The Phalangist party, which has a mi- 


litia force of several thousand, is strong- 
ly opposed lo the Palestinian guerrilla 
presence in Lebanon. 


Its leader, Pierre Gcmayel, a Phalang- 


ist member of parliament, has com- 
plained against "trespasses" commlled 
by the guerrillas, and called for revision 
of the 1969 Cairo accord that regulates 
relations between the Beirut government 
and the,Palestinians. 


Witnesses sold Sunday's incident oc- 


curred while Phlangist youths were di- 
verting traffic away from a church 
whore Gcmnyel was attending services. 


Elsewhere in the Middle East moan- 
while, Egyptian- President Anwar Sadat 


said he was prepared to consider any 
"useful" proposals for a second stage 
disengagement with Israel in a renewed 
Initiative by Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger.

AMA drafts health insurance bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Ameri- 


can Medical Association has decided to 
support enactment of compulsory medi- 
cal insurance programs for employes, 
the poor and the unemployed. 


The AMA, once a leading force In tho 


fight against any government role in 
health care, has drafted-legislation re- 
quiring employers to subsidize health in- 
surance for employes and the govern- 
ment to do tho same for poor persons 
and the jobless. 


Tho AMA draft bill, obtained by UPI, 


says "such coverage for all persons is a 
desirable national objective ... and it is 
in the public Interest to assure such cov- 
erage." 


The bill, titled "The 
Comprehensive 


Health Care Insurance Act of 1975," is 
expected to bo introduced soon in both 
the House and Senate as organized medi- 
cine's updated plan for national health 
insurance. 


The organization says its new proposal 


recognizes tho fact that the "resources of 
many individuals are inadequate to meet 
the expenses of illness." 


It replaces the AMA's "Medl-credit" 


proposal, which aimed at easing the fi- 
nancial burdens of poor patients through 
voluntary tax credits and which gained 
more sponsors than any health insurance 
proposal in the last Congress. 


The new bill provides far more benefits 


to a much broader range of benefi- 
ciaries. 


Its main provisions include: 
• A requirement that employers offer 


medical insurance to workers and their 
families and pay at least 65 per cent of 
each premium. 


• A requirement that the government 


provide partially subsidized health insur- 
ance for the poor and the unemployed, 
financed from general revenues. 


• Medical insurance benefits covering 


365 days of hospital care during any one 
year, including care in mental hospitals; 
100 days of nursing home care; and 


home health, mental and dental services 
for children aged two and up. 


• Authority to file suit and assess civil 


penalties against employers who fail to 
offer medical insurance plans as re- 
quired by the law. 


In addition to sharing premium costs 


all but the poorest beneficiaries would 
have to pay co-Insurance of 20 per cent 
for the services provided. 


But no individual would have to pay- 


more than $1,500 a year and no family- 
more than $2,000 a year for health care. '

trips. We just don't sit around talking about Caesar all 
the time." 


HIS CASUAL CLOTHES are more at home in the after- 


noons when he moves to another wing of the school to 
teach a mechanics course. "I have a suit — for weddings, 
wakes and TPC (Teacher-Parent Council) meetings." 


Schooled to teach four languages — English, German, 


Greek and Latin — Heckenbach's 15 years of experience 
in building trades and mechanics earned him state certifi- 
cation to leach in those areas, something he does with 
relish. "Besides, I get to bring home the sawdust to burn 
in the stove." 


A graduate of Quigley Seminary in Chicago—he almost 


became a monk at one time — Hcckcnbach financed his 
college education by working at almost every job imagi- 
nable. He was a sewer worker, blacksmith, bricklayer, 
truekdrlver, crane operator, carpenter, mechanic, surve- 
yor, farmhand, welder. What he didn't know, he faked. 


"With the crane, they just thought I was a little rusty. 


With the surveying, well, you'd be surprised what you can 
pick up out of books," Hcckenbach said with a laugh. 


His students arc often after-school guests at such events 


as a woodcutting party to stockpile wood for the winter 
for that always hungry pot-bellied stove or woodburning 
cookstove. 


A BARGAIN HUNTER, he spends a lot of his free time 


picking up "deals" for his major leisure project — re- 
modeling his house, 


The yard is stacked full of Ms "finds" ranging from 


the bricks a contractor gave away rather than plow under 
to the bags of cement headed for a similar fate. "I'm just 
lucky, I guess," said Heckcnbach. "The kids say St. 
Christopher sits on the roof of my truck — with a spy- 
glass." 


HOME FROM SCHOOL, he'll gather the duck and 


chicken eggs from the backyard coops, or perhaps bake 
some two-pound loaves of bread. He also makes his own 
soap, a yearly supply marie from lye or ashes from the 
stoves. 


He'll occasionally take advantage of sales, buying a 


large quantity of inexpensive meat, then salting it down 
to store it in basement crocks. Vegetables he raises dur- 
ing the summer also go into the basement crocks, provid- 
ing year-round fresh vegetables. 


WHY DOES HE shun the easy way of doing things? 
"I guess it's for the sense of satisfaction. Sure it's a 


pain sometimes, like cleaning the soot off the walls that 
come from the stoves. But it's not a case of just switching 
a switch and light comes from somewhere. You have to 
go out and pump the kerosene and clean the lamps." 


Heckenbach says the way he lives just didn't come 


about overnight, but "sort of evolved." 


"I think I'll live this way even more so as I get older," 


said Heckcnbach. "Now, any other way of living seems 
too sterile." 


HIS SPARTAN EXISTENCE usually calls for 20-hour 


days. "During college I got used to only four hours of 
sleep a night and it hasn't changed." 


But then he is used to keeping busy by doing things the 


hard way. In 1073, he was nearly dismissed from his 
teaching job at Arlington High School for not having prop- 
er certification from the state to teach. 


He needed 26 credits to receive the certification, a 


healthy load for any full-time college student in one year. 
But Heckenbach kept right on teaching full time while 
making up the needed credits in less than a year, attend- 
ing several colleges at once to do it. 


AS FOR THE women in his life, there is no one special 


— yet. Hcckenbach isn't sure there are many females 
who share his affinity for "the good life." "One thing 
sure, it would have to be true love," Heckenbach said. 


The house is silent now, save the noise coming from 


an 1870 clock ticking away in the corner. Coupled with the 
soft light from the kerosene lamps, the silence carries 
visitors back to another time, another world. 


A reflective Heckenbach is asked if there is anything 


his self-reliant life can't provide. Is there anything he 
couldn't go without? He ponders only an instant. 


"There's probably not a helluva lot."

pin," sho said, recalling how, as eldest of 
nine, sho helped to rear her brothers and 
sisters. 


EVENTUALLY Shlrleen chose a bank- 


Ing career and after nine yean of work- 
ing in tho lending department, as a tell- 
er, In tho trust department and in audit- 
ing, she was promoted to bank auditor.

The truth about tie stripes 


Every now and then, peering up from 


my typing of a story, I see a cluster of 
men in tho office, examining their ties. 


Not just the pattern, whether it be 


stripes, flowers, Art Deco or other pat- 
terns, but the inside. For a while I 
thought they were comparing store 
names to see who bought their clothes at 
Fields'... who bought at Sears ... an 
Indication of salary schedule, I supposed. 


I have finally discovered that they 


were comparing the number of stripes in 
the necktie lining. And do I have news 
for them The common belief is that tho 
number of stripes woven into the lining 
is an Indication of quality, with five 
stripes meaning top quality. That's not 
the whole truth. 


FIVE STRIPES merely mean that the 


lining is heavier than a four or a three- 
stripe. 


There are, however, other signs of a 


well-made tie. Substrings are one ex- 
ample. A quality necktie Is not sewn to- 
gether. The stitching would make the tie 
pucker and extremely thick hi the 
middle. So, it Is held together by a 
sllpstring that slips in and out of a tie 
from one end to the other and can be 
seen if you look at the back of the tip. 


Don't touch it. If you pull it out, the 


whole tie will come apart. 


According to D. Gordon Williams, pres- 


ident of Countess Mara, Inc., a neckwear 
manufacturer, linings are also an in- 
tricate part of the necktie. "If the manu- 
facturer uses a sleazy fabric, he must 
use a heavy five-etripe lining to cover up

a multitude of skis," Williams said. Ties 
made of fine silks need only a two-stripe 
lining.

We dislike expense hike 


In a classic demonstration of 


statesmanship as practiced in the 
Illinois Guncral Asscmb'y, the 
slate House of Rcprusuiiiativvo last 
week approved — without looking 
tip — a measure which would hike 
their allowances for maintaining 
home offices from $12.000 to $27,000 
per year. 


As evidence of the diligence with 


which the legislature deliberates 
the spending of the taxpayers' 
money, nearly a dozen legislators 
could not recall how they voted on 
the measure, or specify how much 
of an increase they approved. 


Conveniently, the amendment to 


a bill proposing a more modest in- 
crease was approved by a voice 
vote, so 'here is no record of whidi 
legislators voted in favor of the 
measure (which would amount to 
a d d e d 
state expenditures of 


S.1,5-10.000 per year). 


Apparently the only legislator 


who raised a voice against the 
$15.000 increase in office allow- 
ances was the sponsor of the origi- 
nal 
bill. Rep. Joseph 
Lundy, 


D-Kvanston. Lundy had proposed 
b o o s t i n g the allowance from 
$12.000 to $15,000 in order, he ex- 
plained, to provide legislative em- 
ployes in home districts with fringe 
benefits similar to those enjoyed 
by other state employes. 


When Chicago Democrat Arthur 


Herman proposed his amendment 
to escalate 
the 
allowance to 


$27,000, Cundy said he attempted 
strenuously to persuade his col- 
leagues to reject the amendment. 
Explaining the care with which our 
legislators reason out their fiscal 
decisions, Lundy declared, "No- 
body was paying any attention." 


Lundy and House Speaker Wil- 


liam A. Redmond, D-Bensenville, 
as well as other legislators, have 
expressed 
confidence 
that the 


$27,000 office allowance will never 
be approved in final form. 


Their reassurance is comforting. 


It is indeed difficult to imagine 


these legislators who just months 
ago gave themselves raises of 
$2,500 per year, an earlier increase 
in office expenses of $2,000, and a 
$4 per day hike in expenses (from 
$32 to $36), could seriously consider 
approving this bonanza when they 
have to enter their names on the 
record. 


Nevertheless, the measure re- 


mains alive as a potential added 
drain on your pocketbook. We won- 
der when a bill providing a break 
for the taxpayers will ever slip 
through the General Assembly 
while "nobody is paying any atten- 
tion."

Hits 'back door attack*

Candidate covers library issues 


On April 15, voters in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage will select three library board direc- 
tors to serve six-year terms and one di- 
rector to complete an uncxpired four- 
year term. Since there has been no cov- 
erage of the Elk Grove Village Library 
Board election, I would like to use this 
letter to discuss some of the matters per- 
tinent to this election. 


Although the most obvious areas with' 


which the new board needs to be con- 
cerned arc the physical problems of pro- 
viding adequate parking space for the 
patrons and relieving the crowded condi- 
tions in the children's room, there arc 
several other areas which require action. 


Other areas of importance include cor- 


recting the deficiencies in the book col- 
lection and studying the various state 
and national library standards. Three 
years ago the Sannwald survey showed 
that the library held only a small per- 
centage of the books it should hold: 26 
per cent of the adult non-fiction and 35 
per cent of the fiction. The consultant, 
Mr. Sannwald, felt that the minimum ac- 
ceptable for a public library was 55 per 
cent, and that adequate library service 
should begin when the library had 75 per 
cent of those titles listed in the catalogs 
used for the study (Fiction Catalog, Stan- 
dard Catalog, and Reference Books for 
Small Public Libraries). More specific 
planning on implementing the findings of 
this survey is a necessity. 


I also recommend that the board ap- 


point a committee to work with the ad- 
ministrative librarian to review the vari- 
ous standards set by the American Li- 
brary Association and the Illinois Li- 
brary Association to determine which 
standards are pertinent and desirable for 
our situation. Then a very specific plan 
could be formulated detailing goals and 
objectives for the library within a defi- 
nite time structure. 


I would also like to see more commu- 


nication between the community and the 
library. The feedback a library receives 
from the community it exists to serve is 
essential in order for a library to func- 
tion properly. Formation of a local chap- 
ter of Friends of the Library could help 
bring the library and its concerns into 
tlio community as well as provide the 
library management with this necessary 
feedback. • 


Unfortunately, there was little opportu- 


nity in this election for all candidates to 
exchange views on the issues. An in- 
formed electorate is essential unless 
more and more public bodies are to be- 
come private clubs where the public and 
the press arc excluded.

Teachers and some teacher aides In 


the Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 
tion Organization havo affiliated with the 
Illinois Education Assn., a statewide 
teachers union. 


Nearly 100 per cent of the teachers and 


somo (caching aides have Joined the 
Northwest Suburban Special Education 
Assn., said Tom Schwartz, president. 
Tho teachers and aides are employed at 
Dwyor Olschool, Dwycr Junior High 
School, Kirk Center and the Center for 
Children and Family Services, schools 
for emotionally, physically and mentally 
handicapped children from 10 Northwest 


Suburban school districts. 


Schwartz said the NSSEO board and 


administration was aware of the affilia- 
tion "and the board members we have 
contacted so far havo said, fine." 


THE ASSOCIATION will present a con- 


tract proposal to the board that will In- 
clude Items on classroom conditions, per- 
sonnel policies and salaries, Schwartz 
said. 


Tho association has sent a survey to 


all teachers asking their priorities in con- 
tract negotiations. The final package will 
reflect the teachers' concerns, he said. 


The teaching staff is paid on a merit 


system, and Schwartz said "the staff in- 
dicates they don't want to completely 


dissolve the merit system but they sec a 
need for the stability of a step plan.

Schwartz said the teachers decided to

"We were one of the only 
groups of teachers in the whole area that 
had no affiliation. Basically we were all 
so inexperienced in this area (negotia- 
tions) we felt the TEA would help by giv- 
ing us advice if not direct help."

I can't find any comfortable 
way to sleep and gel \cry little of (hat. 


I was fitted fnr n brace, the corset-type. I am large busted, and It 


icemed In piuli everything up. It stopped the circulation, and It 
would make me very llfihUhendcd, so I had to stop wearing It. I 
wear nothing at all now, but I feel as If I need some kind of 
support. 


I know nothing of this dUea<ie and had never heard of It before. 


This dl<oa*c seems to be affecting every pnrt of my body with the 
pain It causes and the falls I take. Am I supposed to force myself to 
walk? Is there any cure? Could all this trouble that I have be 
caused by the same thing? 


Osteoporosis Is simply progressive dissolving of your bones. The 


loss of calcium and bone structure causes them to break easily. 
Some of the vertebrae literally collapse in some cases. This may 
cau<o shortening of height and spinal deformities. 


This is n common disease in our society, but It Is usually not ns 


advanced ns the problems you describe. It commonly begins after 
the menopause in women and about 20 years later in men. That is 
getting close to the average life span of American men (age 67), so 
we don't sec much of this in a severe form In men. 


The dowager's hump in women Is a sign of this problem. The 


bent and humped spine between the shoulders is a result of the 
degeneration of the spine. 


All of the bones can be affected, but, of course, the weight- 


bearing parts, particularly the spine, suffer most. An early sign of 
tho disease Is loss of bone around the teeth that leads to loose teeth 
and pyorrhca. Although dental hygiene Is very Important, the basic 
problem hero is not dental but the osteoporosis and its effects on all 
the bones In tho body. 


THE PAIN comes from pressure on nerves and muscle spasms 


caused by degeneration of the spine. It is- Important to be careful to 
avoid falls since the bones will break easily. 


There arc differences of opinion on what treatment is best, but 


the treatments available Include giving hormones, calcium, vitamin 
D and fluoride. Different treatments uso one or more of these 
agents, and some treatments are highly successful In arresting the 
disease. 


You can help prevent this disease by eating n good diet with 


adequate calcium. That means tho equivalent of one quart of forti- 
fied skim milk a day. Osteoporosis Is five times as common In 
people on calcium-deficient diets.

Nicklaus the Master—again; Bulls, Hawks falter 


Jack Nicklaus won a record fifth Masters golf championship Sun- 


day by sinking a long blrdlc putt at the 16th hole, the same tough, 
little hole he blrdlcd to win in Augusta for the first time a dozen 
years ORO. 


Tom Welskopf, Nicklaus' long-time friend from Ohio, and Johnny 


Miller became frustrated co-runnorsup when both missed makeable 
blrdio putts on the final green. For Wclskopf, it was the fourth timo 
In seven years ho had finished second In Augusta. 


It was one of the most dramatic finishes In history. 
Nicklaus, adding the 15th major championship to his glittering 


collection of records, was in the clubhouse watching on television 
when Miller and Wclskopf struck their approach shots up the hill to 
the green on the 420-yard 18th hole. 


Miller putted first, from about IS feet and his putt slid just past 


the hole to the right. 


Wclskopf, nine feet away, then missed — hitting it to the exact 


spot Miller had. 


A stroke behind Wclskopf at the start of the day, Nicklaus pro- 


duced a four-undcr-par 68 that gavo him a winning total of 276, 12 
under par. 


Wolskopf had a 70 in the pressure of Sunday's final round, played 


In mild, sunny weather with a gentle breeze. Miller, who charged 
from 11 strokes behind with a 65 on Saturday, had a closing 65, the 
best two rounds In succession In the history of the Masters. 


The biggest dramatics were saved for the homestretch holes. 
It was all decided at 16, a picturesque 190-yard holo over the 


water. 


Wclskopf was standing on the ICth tee when Nicklaus sank a putt 


of about .15 feet for a birdie that tied him for the lead. 


Jack, normally placid and unemotional, jumped into a victory jig 


and did a little dance around the green. 


Wclskopf, made bogey on 16 and now Nicklaus had the lead by 


himself. 


Jack made routine pars on the final two holes and when Wclskopf 


could do no better, the Masters was his — as it was In 1963, 1965, 
1966 and 1972. 


U.S. Open champion Hale Irwin became the fourth player In 


Masters history to shoot 64, the course record, and tied Bobby 
Nichols (a 69 shooter Sunday) for fourth place at 282.

Bonanza! Cubs win one, Sox two 


Steve Stone, aided by three-run clusters in the third and fifth 


innings, gave up just four singles and walked only one Sunday in 
pitching the Chicago Cubs to a 7-0 win over Montreal and a sweep 
of the three-game scries. 


The Cubs scored three unearned runs in the third inning and 


added two in the fifth inning on a double by Bill Madlock, error and 
single by Jerry Morales. Morales' second single drove in the final 
run in the seventh. 


The Chicago While Sox took a pair in California but had to 


struggle both limes to return home with a 3-4 record. 


Jorge Orta's one-out single drove in the winning run and Ken 


Henderson singled to drive in two more after California had com- 
mitted three errors in tho top of the 12th to hand the White Sox a 
7-5 victory over the Angels in the first game of a doublcheader. The 
win went to Terry Forster, who relieved starter Jim Kaat in the 
seventh Inning. Forster needed the help of Rich Gossage to get the 
final out in the 12th. 


In the second game the White Sox jumped on Bill Singer early 


for five runs and then went silent on the attack. The Angels 
fought back but Gossage came on in the eighth in a tense windup 
to preserve a 5-4 victory. 


Larry McNcill, hitting all 12 of his shots from the field, scored 28 


points Sunday and led the Kansas City-Omaha Kings to a 102-95 
nationally televised victory over the Chicago Bulls, evening their 
best-of-7 Notional Basketball Association playoff series at 1-1. 


McNeill, who also made all six of his shots in the first game of 


the series in Chicago, canned two baskets in the first minute of the 
fourth period, turning an 83-73 lead into an 87-73 margin. Chicago 
was never able to close the gap to fewer than seven points. 


The Kings led by four points at the end of the first and second 


quarters, then blew the game open with a 22-10 lick in the first 6:30 
of the third period. 


Nate Archibald, who tallied 24 points after being held to 12 in 


Chicago, scored 10 points in the third-quarter streak that moved a 
55-51 half time advantage to 77-61 with 5:30 remaining In the quar- 
ter. 


Jimmy Walker, who scored 26 points, started that spurt with two 


buckets in the first 30 seconds of the last half. 


The Kings' biggest lead was 99-81 with 7:04 left after McNeill's 


last bucket. 


The Bulls, led by Bob Love's 23 points and Chet Walker's 20, 


finished with a flourish, but Scott Wedman's layup with 1:15 re- 
maining closed out their hopes. 


The series will resume in Chicago Wednesday night.

Pitching may be the biggest question- 


mark for Rolling Meadows. The team 
toasts a genuine ace in righthander Bob 
Schmidt who was unbeaten in five deci- 
sions as a junior. Schmidt, employed al- 
most exclusively as a "stopper" in the 
bullpen, hurled a shade over 21 Innings, 
yielding just four earned runs, fanning 26 
and etching a team-leading 1.31 earned 
run average into the books.

"That's a bridge that 
I do not think is going to get built so I'm 
not going to cross it," he said. 


THE PLAN WOULD replace the pre- 


sent apportionment adopted by court or- 
der in 1971 after the legislature dead- 
locked on a proposed map drawn up by 
former House Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest. 


Mikva admitted there was a need foe 


rcapportionmcnt, but said he wanted to 
go on serving the 10th District as it ex- 
ists today. 


"This one is n clinker," he said of the 


plan. "This was thought up in spleen and 
malice and really doesn't even achieve a 
partisan purpose."

"Mr. Ilcin has advised us as far as the

Powers said he thinks too much time 


has been spent in the campaign on cor- 
ruption and not enough spent on a future 
course of action. 


"To dwell on what has happened yes- 


terday is not proper," Powers said. "It 
happened; we don't condone it, but it's 
history. Let's work on making the village 
better In the future." 


Cole, however, countered, saying It is 


"foolish, idiotic and insane" to not take 
into account what has happened in 
Wheeling in the past. 


"HE WHO IGNORES history Is subject 


to the same thing again," Cole said. "We 
have to consider the past so we can put 
in safeguards to make sure It doesn't 
happen again." 


Both parties said the village is in need 


of better planning to guide future devel- 
opment and that there has been too 
much apartment development in recent 
years. 


Clark said rising land, labor and mate- 


rial costs are primarily responsible for 
the apartment explosion in recent years 
and that the village cannot put an end to 
it. He said, however, he favors approval 
of higher density developments only if 
they are desirable and if the village can 
provide adequate water, sewer and other 
services to its residents. 


Monoson said he realizes apartment 


development has been on the increase 
everywhere, but thinks Wheeling has had 
"more than its share." 


"I AM ASKING why developers adja- 


cent to Wheeling found it economically 
feasible to build single-family homes and 
they didn't find It so in Wheeling, Mono- 
son said.

WHIP and WRP candidates clashed on 


the operation of the police department. 


Brady charged that WHIP has been 


talking about promoting public safety 
and at the same time has proposed that 
the police department put a halt to the 
practice of assisting village employes in 
and out of the village hall parking lot 
during rush hour. 


"IS WHIP ALSO In favor of getting rid 


of school crossing guards and directing 


traffic at churches?" Brady wald. 


Cole said the statement was taken out 


of context and all that WHIP has advo- 
cated is that police services be equally 
applied to all segments of the commu- 
nity. 


Cole further stated that he is con- 


cerned because he has seen as many as 
five police cars respond to one traffic ac- 
cident. 


"My question is when all five police- 


men who are on the street respond to one 
call, who's watching the rest of the vil- 
lage?" Cole said. 


KERR SAID IN light of the more than 


50 per cent increase In crime in Wheeling 
in the last year he thinks police manpow- 
er should be used more efficiently. 


"I only know what I see with ray 


eyes," he said. "I think that with as diffi- 
cult as it is to get police officers we 
should use them wisely." 


Powers said he has participated in the 


police ride-along program and has been 
impressed with the operation of the po- 
lice department. 


"I think it is better to send three po- 


licemen when you need only one than to 
send one when you need two or three," 
Powers said. "I do not feel myself quali- 
fied to pass judgment on the perform- 
ance of the police department." 


WHIP candidates have said the pre- 


sent structure of village commissions 
and committees is outdated and pledged 
at the debate to update them to better 
serve the village.

Buffalo 
Grove officials plan 


plea for ivater from lake 


Representatives of Buffalo Grove are 


tentatively scheduled to appear before 
state officials in about two weeks on a 
village request for Lake Michigan water. 


The hearing will be conducted before 


the Illinois Division of Waterways, which 
is considering requests from 
Buffalo 


Grove as well as many other Chicago- 
area communities and agencies also 
seeking to tap on the lake water supply. 


Even if the hearing is held in two 


weeks, Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said 
Friday that no decision would be given 
for about 18 months because the state 
must decide on dozens of other requests 
before Buffalo Grove's application. 


VILLAGE ENGINEER Arnold Scaberg 


said the state probably will not hear all 
the requests until near the end of the 
year. 


When a decision is made, Larson said 


the village will be told how much water 
can be extracted from the lake for local 
use. 


The state has set limits on the amount 


of water that can be drawn nnd will not 
permit more than 3,200 cubic feet per 
second to be pumped out. 


Buffalo Grove is seeking to use Lake 


Michigan as a supplemental water 
source within the next few years, mostly 
to avoid costly improvements to the vil- 
lage's well system to allow for pumping 
from greater depths as water tables de- 
crease. 


Officials say that without a supplemen- 


tal supply, Buffalo Grove's five wells 
would have to be revamped every five 
years to keep up with dropping water 
levels, costing $120,000 per well. 


Seabcrg said it probably will not be 


necessary for the state to turn down any 
allocation requests but said waterways 
officials may, at their own discretion ad- 
just some of the requests. 


LARSON. WHO SAID some Buffalo 


Grove residents could be drinking lake < 
water by 1977 said the source will be 
used primarily to serve the Horatio Gar- 
dens, Winston Square development near 
Wciland Road north of 111. Rte. 83. 


The well system would continue as the 


major water supplier for the rest of the 
village, Larson said. 


While the allocation is being studied,

The ring of the alarm goes unheard. Tom Heckenbach 


is long out of bed, roused at first light by his rooster 
crowing in back of his home In Palatine Township. 


By the dim, dawn light, Hcckcnbach's thin, bespec- 


tacled figure looks older than his 31 years as he moves 
about checking a yard full of animals, setting a scene 
reminiscent of 100 years ago. 


Clad in overalls, corncob pipe jutting from his fiery red 


beard, he is alone in a world tailor-made to suit himself. 


Some call his lifestyle eccentric, but he calls it "com- 


fortable." 


AND TOM HECKENBACJI Is very comfortable - in his 


job as Elk Grove High School Latin teacher mornings, 
power mechanics Instructor afternoons; in his car, a '53 
Ford station wagon which runs on a mixture of gasoline 
nnd kerosene; on his tractor which saw its best year in 
1943; or in hunting with his Civil War muzzle-loading 
rifle. 


And he's comfortable In his home, which would set just 


about any antique dealer to drooling. 


"Some people jog in the morning. I chop wood," said 


Heckenbach, tuning in a pop radio station on his 1927 
console radio set. Wood is needed to stoke the pot-bellied 
stove in the living room, which provides heat for the 
house. 


HECKENUACH IS A SAVER and recycler, fixing up 


old things to use again, like the wood burning stove he 
cooked on. He recently replaced the relic with a newer 
model — a 1920 gas-burning stove. 


"I guess it's just my sense of continuity," said Hecken- 


bach. "I'm really proud of the fact that my family has 
lived around here for 200 years. I've inherited most of 
this stuff." 


"This stuff" includes an 1860s Bible which he reads 


nightly, his turn-of-the-century bed In which he's slept 
since childhood, his antique coffee grinder which provides 
fresh coffee daily, the chest he bought at a garage sale 
and later learned dated back to the 1600s, the half dozen 
kerosene lamps which he uses for light He has electricity 
— "for the sump pump." 


BUT IT'S NOT WHAT is in his home or around it that 


sets Tom Heckenbach off from the rest of the parade. It's 
Tom Heckenbach, the man. 


He stands at the front of his Latin classes in boots, 


beard and jeans. It makes students feel comfortable. And 
so does his method of teaching. 


"I guess I do teach Latin a little differently," said 


Heckenbach. "I teach it like a modern language. 


"The kids write Latin essays on their camping or skiing

Party (WHIP) pledged that if they ore 
elected Tuesday they will change Wheel- 
ing for the better. 


The candidates, in a debate Friday 


night, discussed planning, ethics, the 
structure of village government, the po- 
lice department and even questioned how 
each others slates were formed. Al- 
though the WHIP and WRP candidates 
agreed on some Issues, there were some 
differences of opinion. 


The WHIP slate consists of Gilbert J. 


Monoson, Charles M. Kcrr, John C. Colo 
and Otis L. Hcdlund. WRP has slated 
Roger A. Powers, Nell II. Brant, Robert 
E. Clark and Kenneth R. Brady. 


THE WHEELING Community Party 


(COM-PAR) did not participate In the 
debate. The COM-PAR slate consists of 
William A. Rogers and Trustees John W. 
Kocppcn, Albert W. Lang and Edward A. 
Bergcr. 


Colo started off the debate by asking 


about rumors that the WRP slate was 
"hand picked" by Trustee William Hcln. 
Colo defended WHIP's procedure for 
choosing candidates, saying they wens 
chosen by the entire membership after a 
nominating committee Interviewed about 
30 persons. 


Brant said Hcln has been close to the 


WRP campaign, but denied that the 
trustee selected the slate.

"Mr. Hcin has advised us as far as the 


campaign Is concerned," Brant said. 
"None of us has ever run for public of- 
fice before and he is basically our coun- 
selor. But he did not pick the candi- 
dates." 


BRANT CHARGED that WHIP in- 


correctly has linked WRP candidates to 
convicted Wheeling political boss James 
Stavros, who is serving a four-year sen- 
tence In a federal prison for his part in a 
local builder shakedown scandal. 


"The entire thrust of the whole WHIP 


campaign Is to tie a Stavros can to the 
tall of its opposition," Brant said. 


Powers said he thinks too much time 


has been spent in the campaign on cor- 
ruption and not enough spent on a future 
course of action. 


"To dwell on what has happened yes- 


terday is not proper," Powers said. "It 
happened; we don't condone it, but It's 
history. Let's work on making the village 
better in the future." 


Cole, however, countered, saying It Is 


"foolish, idiotic and insane" to not take 
into account what has happened in 
Wheeling in the past. 


"HE WHO IGNORES history Is subject 


to the same thing again," Cole said. "We 
have to consider the past so we can put 
in safeguards to make sure it doesn't 
happen again." 


Both parties said the village is In need 


of better planning to guide future devel- 
opment and that there has been too 
much apartment development in recent 
years. 


Clark said rising land, labor and mate- 


rial costs are primarily responsible for 
the apartment explosion In recent years 
and that the village cannot put an end to 
it. He said, however, he favors approval 
of higher density developments only If 
they are desirable and if the village can 
provide adequate water, sewer and other 
services to its residents. 


Monoson said he realizes apartment 


development has been on the increase 
everywhere, but thinks Wlweling has had 
"more than its share." 


"I AM ASKING why developers adja- 


cent to Wheeling found it economically 
feasible to build single-family homes and 
they didn't find it so in Wheeling, Mono- 
son said. "I think single-family devel-

opmcnt Is feasible if we can attract the 
right kind of developer." 


Brady said Wheeling has "no plan" at 


present and has proposed a "planned 
growth map" to guide the village. He 
also has called for the establishment of 
an industrial commission to lure desir- 
able industrial and commercial devel- 
opment to Wheeling. 


WHIP and WRP candidates clashed on 


the operation of the police department. 


Brady charged that WHIP has been 


talking about promoting public safety 
and at the same time has proposed that 
the police department put a halt to the 
practice of assisting village employes in 
and out of the village hall parking lot 
during rush hour. 


"IS WHIP ALSO in favor of getting rid 


of school crossing guards and directing 


traffic at churches?" Brady wald. 


Cole said the statement was taken out 


of context and all that WHIP has advo- 
cated is that police services be equally 
applied to all segments of the commu- 
nity. 


Cole further stated that he Is con- 


cerned because he has seen as many as 
five police cars respond to one traffic ac- 
cident. 


"My question is when all five police- 


men who are on the street respond to one 
call, who's watching the rest of the vil- 
lage?" Colo said. 


KERR SAID IN light of the more than 


50 per cent increase in crime in Wheeling 
in the last year he thinks police manpow- 
er should be used more efficiently. 


"I only know what I see with my 


eyes," he said. "I think that with as diffi- 
cult as it is to get police officers we 
should use them wisely." 


Powers said ho has participated in the 


police ride-along program and has been 
impressed with the operation of the po- 
lice department. 


"I think It is better to send three po- 


licemen when you need only one than to 
send one when you need two or three," 
Powers said. "I do not feel myself quali- 
fied to pass judgment on the perform- 
ance of the police department." 


WHIP candidates have said the pre- 


sent structure of village commissions 
and committees is outdated and pledged 
at the debate to update them to better 
serve the village.

Parley with state in 2 weeks 
Buffalo Grove officials plan 
plea for water from lake 


Representatives of Buffalo Grovo are 


tentatively scheduled to appear before 
state officials in about two weeks on a 
village request for Lake Michigan water. 


The hearing will be conducted before 


the Illinois Division of Waterways, which 
is considering requests from 
Buffalo 


Grove as well as many other Chicago- 
area communities and agencies also 
seeking to tap on the lake water supply. 


Even if the hearing is held in two 


weeks, Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said 
Friday that no decision would be given 
for about 18 months because the state 
must decide on dozens of other requests 
before Buffalo Grove's application. 


VILLAGE ENGINEER Arnold Seabcrg 


said the state probably will not hear all 
the requests until near the end of the 
year. 


When a decision is made, Larson said 


the village will be told how much water 
can be extracted from the lake for local 
use. 


The state has set limits on the amount 


of water that can be drawn and will not 
permit more than 3,200 cubic feet per 
second to be pumped out. 


Buffalo Grove is seeking to use Lake 


Michigan as a supplemental water 
source within the next few years, mostly 
to avoid costly improvements to the vil- 
lage's well system to allow for pumping 
from greater depths as water tables de- 
crease. 


Officials say that without a supplemen- 


tal supply, Buffalo Grove's five wells 
would have to be revamped every five 
years to keep up with dropping water 
levels, costing $120,000 per well. 


Seaberg said it probably will not be 


necessary for the state to turn down any 
allocation requests but said waterways 
officials may, at their own discretion ad- 
just some of the requests. 


LARSON, WHO SAID some Buffalo 


Grove residents could be drinking lake 
water by 1977 said the source will be 
used primarily to serve the Horatio Gar- 
dens, Winston Square development near 
Weiland Road north of 111. Rte. 83. 


The well system would continue as the 


major water supplier for the rest of the 
village, Larson said. 


While the allocation is being studied, 


Larson said local officials will be moving 
toward a decision on which of four sys- 
tems will be used to bring lake water to 
tho village. 


Of the four, Larson said the one most 


likely to be adopted will be through tho 
Lake County Public Works Department, 
a plan calling for extending a water 
main from Highland Park. The system 
would also bring water to Riverwoods, 
Lincolnshire, Long Grove and unincorpo- 
rated areas of Lake County.

Tom Heckenbach doesn't worry about 'Future Shock' 


-as long an he can live comfortably ;in the past' 


BY THE LIGHT of a kerosene lamp many things become 
'dear, including the words of the Bible, the enduring 


strengths of Latin as a modern language and the 20th- 
century art of power mechanics.

The ring of the alarm goes unheard. Tom Heckenbach 


is long out of bed, roused at first light by his rooster 
crowing in back of his home In Palatine Township. 


By the dim, dawn light, Hcckenbach's thin, bespec- 


tacled figure looks older than his 31 years as he moves 
about checking a yard full of animals, setting a scene 
reminiscent of 100 years ago. 


Clad in overalls, corncob pipe jutting from his fiery red 


beard, he Is alone in u world tailor-made to suit himself. 


Some call his lifestyle eccentric, but he calls it "com- 


fortable." 


AND TOM HECKENBACH Is very comfortable - in his 


job as Elk Grove High School Latin teacher mornings, 
power mechanics instructor afternoons; in his car, a '53 
Ford station wagon which runs on a mixture of gasoline 
and kerosene; on his tractor which saw its best year in 
1943; or in hunting with his Civil War muzzle-loading 
rifle. 


And he's comfortable in his home, which would set just 


about any antique dealer to drooling. 


"Some people jog in the morning. I chop wood," said 


Heckenbach, tuning in a pop radio station on his 1927 
console radio set. Wood is needed to stoke the pot-bellied 
stovo in the living room, which provides heat for the 
house. 


HECKENBACH IS A SAVER and recycler, fixing up 


old things to use again, like the wood burning stove he 
cooked on. He recently replaced the relic with a newer 
model — a 1920 gas-burning stove. 


"I guess it's just my sense of continuity," said Hecken- 


bach. "I'm really proud of the fact that my family has 
lived around here for 200 years. I've inherited most of 
this stuff." 


"This stuff" includes an 1860s Bible which he reads 


nightly, his turn-of-the-century bed in which he's slept 
since childhood, his antique coffee grinder which provides 
fresh coffee daily, the chest he bought at a garage sale 
and later learned dated back to the 1600s, the half dozen 
kerosene lamps which he uses for light. He has electricity 
— "for the sump pump." 


BUT IT'S NOT WHAT is in his home or around it that 


sets Tom Heckenbach off from the rest of the parade. It's 
Tom Heckenbach, the man. 


He stands at the front of his Latin classes in boots, 


beard and jeans. It makes students feel comfortable. And 
so does his method of teaching. 


"I guess I do teach Latin a little differently," said 


Heckenbach. "I teach it like a modern language. 


"The kids write Latin essays on their camping or skiing

Their index fingers arc calloused from ringing doorbells 


and their knuckles are raw from knocking. Their aching feet 
are clad In worn shoe leather and their voices rasp from 
weeks of preaching the gospel. And half of them are losers. 


Beggars? Missionaries? No, they arc the candidates, the 12 


political apostles battling it out for six village offices to to 
filled Tuesday in Schaumburg, 


But the long campaign trek has now ended for Ray Kessell, 


Schaumburg United Party presidential candidate. Kessell will 
relax tonight at the party's Wise Road headquarters, perhaps 
making some last minute phone calls to help get the vote out. 
No personal visits tonight, though, because Kessell believes 
"if we haven't done It by now, we never will." 


On the other side of town at the Schaumburg Citizens for 


Planned Progress living-room campaign headquarters of Kes- 
scll's challenger, Sally O'Brien, it will be a far different 
scene. 


SALLY AND her stalemates will be pounding the pavement 


until at least 9 p.m. in their effort to wrest control of the 
village from SUP for the first time In 16 years. 


The two parties have used different techniques over the 


past few weeks, with SUP's smooth organization, efficiently 
staffed headquarters, all made possible through the efforts of 
Campaign Mgr. Vincc Carscllo and an $11,000 "war chest." 


"It's been a positive campaign," says Kessell, explaining 


that most people recognized him when he approached their 
doors, though their comments varied. "Actually, no village 
ever has enough of anything, be It services or what-have-you, 
but I think the voters know we do our best," said Kessell, 
who after 12 years as a trustee, hopes to wake up Wednesday 
morning as the third president of Schaumburg. 


He and other SUP candidates have campaigned methodical- 


ly, never grabbing for a door, but waiting for a resident to do 
the opening. Never using first names, unless they personally 
know the people. 


THKOUGHOUT the campaign SUP candidates have not 


worked shopping centers, prefcring the Individual approach 
and attended only one combination coffee-cocktail party and 
no purely social affairs. 


The candidates have been carefully coached by Carscllo In 


their "little things mean a lot" approach. They have 
"blitzed" neighborhoods on Saturday only, considering Sun- 
day a day of rest when voters shouldn't be disturbed. But 
each Sunday night, candidates have met with Carsello and 


other party leaders to discuss problems, assess the campaign 
and refine techniques. 


"Is Bob Atcher going to sell his house and move away?" 


asks a resident whose property backs up to the retiring vil- 
lage president's five-acre Groen Court mini-estate. The wom- 
an says she "would hate to see high-rises" go up on the 
property. 


SUP's Ncls Hornstrom fields these and other questions even 


though he's never before run for office. 


CANDIDATE for a two-year term, Hornstrom satisfied the 


resident that, by village standards, the property is "too 
small" for anything but single-family homes, further assuring 
them Atcher's "heart" is in the village and it is unlikely he 
will leave the community permanently. 


Across tho street, the candidate is greeted by a woman who 


says she will awake her napping husband "who sure would" 
like to talk to him. The man wants to discuss several con- 
dominium developments recently zoned near his neighbour- 
hood. Too many people, too much traffic and not enough 
police protection, the resident complains. 


"I really don't like that guy, he's gotten too much like 


(Richard) Daley," he says of Atcher and talks of the "one 
man village and SUP" party control. 


Th* well prepared SUP candidate explaines that SUP Is run 


by an executive committee, not Atcher, and each candidate Is 
"his own man," reminding the resident that the village 
recently turned down another large development proposed 
nearby "over Atcher's objection." 


HUT, BACK to the other side of town. "Hello, I'm Sally 


O'Brien, I'm running for FULL-TIME village president on the 
SCOPP ticket. We stand for planned progress. I hope I can 
count on your support in Tuesday's election. SCOPP needs 
your striglit vole." Sally verbally underscores "full-time" 
since the village presidency has been reduced to a part-time 
post beginning May 1.

The ring of the alarm goes unheard. Tom Heckenbach • 


is long out of bed, roused at first light by his rooster 
crowing in back of his home in Palatine Township.

about checking a yard full of animals, setting a scene 
reminiscent of 100 years ago.

no longer represent Wheeling Township 
In Washington. D.C. If plans for redlst- 
riding the sprawling loth nml 12th Illi- 
nois Congressional districts go forward. 
If the Illinois General Assembly passes n 
plan submitted Saturday, Crane's district 
will move cast into DCS Plaincs and 
Wheeling Township will be In U.S. Rep. 
Robert McClory's district. 


The rcapportionmcnt plan would create 


a new district composed of Wheeling, 
Northficld and New Trier townships, 
Morton Grove, Nlles and sections of Lake 
County. This would put McCIory. H-13th, 
in a district composed of parts of the 
10th, 12th and 13th districts. 


A spokesman for Crane Sunday said 


the Congressman had not nnd a chance 
to study the proposed redistricting map, 
but would be particularly upset with the 
loss of Wheeling Township, which he 
called "the heart" of the 12th District. 


"I think any change in the district line 


is something that he would he very dis- 
appointed with, particularly Wheeling 
Township," the spokesman said, noting 
that Crane has represented Wheeling 
Township since first elected. 


U.S. HEP. Abner J. Mlkva, D-10th, 


Sunday charged the redistricting plan 
was a scheme by Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley to exert more control over 
the suburban Democratic Party. 


Mikva, who would be mapped into a 


district now represented by U.S. Rep. 
Sidney R. Yates, D-9th, charged that the 
independent areas were being linked to 
Chicago-dominated districts.

Mrs. So- 
mogyi, 310 Dorchester Ln., Elk Grove 
Village, received 392 votes. 


Failing to retain her seat was Jean 


Cashman, who received 277 votes. Mrs. 
Cashman, 956 Brantwood, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, was named to the board in January 
to fill a vacancy created by the resigna- 
tion of Charles Knaup. 


Also defeated was Curtis McKim, 159 


W. Brantwood, who received 258 votes. 


Mrs. Helvie, director of the Elk Grove 


Village Youth Employment Service, said 
she had no specific plans for her role as 
a board member. "I think things are 
pretty well planned out what we have to 
do," she said referring to the selection of 
a new superintendent and further in- 
vestigation of a fall tax referendum. 


"I'm ready to start learning," said 


Mrs. Somogyi, president of the Byrd 
School PTO. "There's a job to be done. 
I'm sure I'll have lots of homework to do 
to be a capable, active and helpful board 
member."

Tom Heckenbach doesn't worry about 'Future Shock' 


-as long an he can live comfortably 4n the past'

strengths of Latin as a modern language and the 20th- 
century art of power mechanics.

The ring of the alarm goes unheard. Tom Heckenbach 


is long out of bed, roused at first light by his rooster 
crowing in back of his home in Palatine Township. 


By the dim, dawn light, Heckcnbach's thin, bespec- 


tacled figure looks older than his 31 years as he moves 
about checking a yard full of animals, setting a scene 
reminiscent of 100 years ago. 


Clad in overalls, corncob pipe jutting from his fiery red 


beard, he is alone in a world tailor-made to suit himself. 


Some call his lifestyle eccentric, but he calls it "com- 


fortable." 


AND TOM HECKENBACH is very comfortable — in his 


job as Elk Grove High School Latin teacher mornings, 
power mechanics instructor afternoons; in his car, a '53 
Ford station wagon which runs on a mixture of gasoline 
and kerosene; on his tractor which saw its best year in 
1943; or in hunting with his Civil War muzzle-loading 
rifle. 


And he's comfortable in his home, which would set just 


about any antique dealer to drooling. 


"Some people jog in the morning. I chop wood," said 


Heckenbach, tuning in a pop radio station on his 1927 
console radio set. Wood Is needed to stoke the pot-bellied 
stove in the living room, which provides heat for the 
house. 


HECKENBACH IS A SAVER and recycler, fixing up 


old things to use again, like the wood burning stove he 
cooked on. He recently replaced the relic with a newer 
model — a 1920 gas-burning stove. 


"I guess it's just my sense of continuity," said Hecken- 


bach. "I'm really proud of the fact that my family has 
lived around here for 200 years. I've Inherited most of 
this stuff." 


"This stuff" includes an 1860s Bible which he reads 


nightly, his turn-of-the-century bed in which he's slept 
since childhood, his antique coffee grinder which provides 
fresh coffee daily, the chest he bought at a garage sale 
and later learned dated back to the 1600s, the half dozen 
kerosene lamps which he uses for light. He has electricity 
— "for the sump pump." 


BUT IT'S NOT WHAT is in his home or around it that 


sets Tom Heckenbach off from the rest of the parade. It's 
Tom Heckenbach, the man. 


He stands at the front of his Latin classes in boots, 


beard and jeans. It makes students feel comfortable. And 
so does his method of teaching. 


"I guess I do teach Latin a little differently," said 


Heckenbach. "I teach it like a modern language. 


"The kids write Latin essays on their camping or siding

D.C. If plans for rcdlst- 
riding the sprawling toil) nml 12th Illi- 
nois Congressional districts go forward. 
If the Illinois General Assembly pusses a 
plan submitted Saturday, Crane's district 
will move cast into DCS Plalncs and 
Wheeling Township will be In U.S. Hep. 
Robert McClory's district. 


The rcapportlonmcnt plan would create 


a new district composed of Wheeling, 
Northflcld and New Trier townships, 
Morton Grove, Nilcs and sections of Lake 
County. This would put McClory, !M3th, 
In a district composed of parts of the 
10th, 12th and 13th districts. 


A spokesman for Crane Sunday said 


the Congressman had not nad a chance 
to study the proposed redlstrictlng map, 
but would be particularly upset with the 
loss of Wheeling Township, which he 
called "the heart" of the 12th District. 


"I think any change In the district line 


is something that he would be very dis- 
appointed with, particularly Wheeling 
Township," the spokesman said, noting 
that Crane has represented Wheeling 
Township since first elected. 


U.S. HEP. Abncr J. 'Mlkvn, D-lOth, 


Sunday charged the rcdlstricting plan 
was a scheme by Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley to exert more control over 
the suburban Democratic Party. 


Mikva, who would be mapped into a 


district now represented by U.S. Rep.

Tom Heckenbach doesn't worry about 'Future Shock' 


-as long an he can live comfortably ;in the past' 


BY THE LIGHT of a koroiono lamp many things become 
clear, including the words of the Bible, the enduring 


strengths of Latin as a modern language and tho 20th- 
century art of power mechanics.

The ring of the alarm goes unheard. Tom Heckenbach 


Is long out of bed, roused at first light by his rooster 
crowing in back of'his home in Palatine Township. 


By the dim, dawn light, Heckenbach's thin, bespec- 


tacled figure looks older than his 31 years as he moves 
about checking a yard full of animals, setting a scene 
reminiscent of 100 years ago. 


Clad in overalls, corncob pipe jutting from his fiery red 


beard, he Is alone In a world tailor-made to suit himself. 


Some call his lifestyle eccentric, but he calls it "com- 


fortable." 


AND TOM HECKENBACH Is very comfortable — In his 


job as Elk Grove High School Latin teacher mornings, 
power mechanics Instructor afternoons; in his car, a '53 
Ford station wagon which runs on a mixture of gasoline 
and kerosene; on his tractor which saw its best year in 
1943; or in hunting with his Civil War muzzle-loading 
rifle. 


And he's comfortable In his home, which would set just 


about any antique dealer to drooling. 


"Some people jog in the morning. I chop wood," said 


Heckenbach, tuning in a pop radio station- on his 1927 
console radio set. Wood is needed to stoke the pot-bellied 
stovo in the living room, which provides heat for the 
house. 


HECKENBACH IS A SAVER and recycler, fixing up 


old things to use again, like the wood burning stove he 
cooked on. He recently replaced the relic with a newer 
model — a 1920 gas-burning stove. 


"I guess it's just my sense of continuity," said Hecken- 


bach. "I'm really proud of the fact that my family has 
lived around here for 200 years. I've inherited most of 
this stuff." 


"This stuff" includes an 1860s Bible which he reads 


nightly, his turn-of-the-century bed In which he's slept 
since childhood, his antique coffee grinder which provides 
fresh coffee dally, the chest he bought at a garage sale 
and later learned dated back to the 1600s, the half dozen 
kerosene lamps which he uses for light. He has electricity 
— "for the sump pump." 


BUT IT'S NOT WHAT is in his home or around it that 


sets Tom Heckenbach off from the rest of the parade. It's 
Tom Heckenbach, the man. 


He stands at the front of his Latin classes in boots, 


beard and jeans. It makes students feel comfortable. And 
so does his method of teaching. . 


"I guess I do teach Latin a'little differently," said 


Heckenbach. "I teach it like a modern language.' ' 


"The kids write Latin essays on their camping or skiing

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Inflation, pay raises cause problems 
Parks plan to upgrade maintenance, recreation 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


will reinstate maintenance projects and 
work to upgrade Its recreation programs 
while operating at a deficit this year un- 
til funeis from last month's referendum 
are received. 


It will l>e the first time the park dis>- 


trict will have a deficit. The anticipated 
$43,000 deficit ii belnR caused by the In- 
flationary cost of utilities and oil-based 
material*, and n proposed 5 per cent 
merit Increase In nonadminlstratlvc per- 
sonnel salaries, said Thomas Thornton, 
park district director. 


Thornton has suggested, in the park 


district's 1973-7B proposed budget, that 
half of the newly Increased corporate 
and recreation taxes, that will be coming 
in early In 1970, be used to pay for the 
deficit.

"The increased tax money will start

Historical park topic of meeting Wednesday 


Members of the Arlington Heights Park Board, the village 


plan commission and the Prairie Farm and Garden Park 
Committee wilt meet at 8 p.m. Wednesday to discuss the 
development of the proposed historical park. The meeting will 
be at the village hall, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


Representatives of the Preservation/Urban Design Inc., tho 


project planning firm, will be present to discuss the devel- 
opment concept of the park, land usage, traffic approaches, 
parking, location of facilities, drainage and research of the 
structures. 


The 10-acre park, on the cast side of Belmont Avenue be- 


tween Golf Road and Haven Street, will Include a farmhouse 
and barn to house livestock. The living, historical farm will 


be a replica of the early family farms in the Arlington 
Heights area during the late 1800s. 


Preliminary grading of the property is expected this sum- 


mer, although the complete development is not expected for 
several years. 


The farm will be open for the public to experience the 


actual farm processes and chores that went on during the late 
JBOOs. Residents will also be allowed to plant gardens and 
crops In the garden plots adjacent to the farm buildings. 


The project is being funded with an aquarium and museum 


tax levied last year and which costs the average homeowner 
$1 cadi year. 


Park district officials are asking residents to help with tho 


development of the park and to attend Wednesday's meeting.

The proposed budget is more than last 


year's Inidgct because of the proposed 5 
per cent merit increase, the inflationary 
cost of materials, the hiring of an addi- 
tional part-time custodian, and the pur- 
chase of maintenance equipment.

$10,000 to replace a boiler at Recreation 


Park, $10,000 to purchase two now 
maintenance vehicles that will replace 
two 15-year-old vehicles, $8,000 to pur- 
chase various maintenance equipment 
for the ficldhouscs and $15,000 to rein- 
state several after-school and summer 
playground "no fee" programs. 


MOST OK the maintenance equipment 


are items the park district could not af- 
ford to purchase last year because of its 
poor financial situation, Thornton said. 


Tho proposed budget has been ap- 


proved by the park district's finance 
committee and will be considered by the 
entire park board April 2it. However, the 
finance committee was unable to agree 
on recommending the proposed 5 per 
cent merit increase for non-adminis- 
trative personnel. 


One finance committee member be- 


lieves the merit increase is not enough. 
Kathorine Muller, finance committee 


member and vice president of the park 
board, said the board should wait to de- 
cide in November on whether the merit 
increases "are Justified." 


"In November, we will already be half 


way through our new fiscal year. We will 
better be able to judge whether the per- 
sonnel has worked to upgrade the quality 
of the park programs and care of the 
interior of the facilities, and whether 
they have an increase coming," she said. 


THERE ARE NO cost-of-llving increas- 


es for personnel in the budget, although 
the park district has attempted in the 
past to equal the wage increases and 
cost-of-living increases the village has 
provided to its employees. 


"We just can't do it this year because 


we don't have enough money. The village 
is giving its personnel an 8 per cent sala- 
ry increase across the board, plus a 5 
per cent merit increase this year. We 
just can't afford to do the same," Mrs. 
Muller said. 


Not all park personnel will receive a 


merit increase if it is approved by the 
park board. Some personnel may receive 
a 5 per cent increase, others may receive 
only a 2 per cent salary increase and 
some personnel will receive no increases, 
she said. 


The finance commitee has instructed 


the park board to spend the new tax 


)W 


funds that will begin to come in early 
next year which will total about $100,000, 
only on upgrading the quality of present 
ad 


recreation programs and on improving 
the maintenance of the park facilities, 
Mrs. Muller said. 


"There is only one part-time custodian 


proposed in the budget and no other new 
personnel. This is because we are trying 
— 


to concentrate on the maintenance as- 
;(, 


pect of the park district and upgrading 
what we have now instead of adding new 
— 


programs and new facilities, she said. 


THE FINANCE committee made min- 


imal changes in the budget as it was pro- 
posed by Thornton. Those changes in- 
cluded a $1,000 reduction in travel ex- 
penses for park administrators. 


"The proposed budget is basically the 


same as last year's except for the pur- 
chase of several maintenance items, the 
proposed merit increase and the in- 
creased cost of materials that the park 
district must have. Any other changes 
that will take place in the park district 
this year will be paid for with funds that 
were appropriated in the referendum for 
specific projects," Mrs. Muller said. 


A $537,000 maintenance bond issue, 


part of the March 1 referendum, will 
provide for exterior maintenance proj- 
ects and repairs at most of the park dis- 
trict's major facilities and parks.

'Computerised' future set 
for high school students

The futures of many High School Dist. 


214 students arc "computcrtoal" now, 
thanks to n new program aimed at help- 
ing students choose n career based on 
their interests nnd abilities. 


The program allows students to "talk" 


to a computer in addition to n counselor, 
to get information on careers and col- 
leges to prepare for a career. 


The system has been In operation since 


last January at Elk Grove High School 
and Is In the process of being installed at 
Horsey and Arlington high schools. 
Though it's operating only on an ex- 
perimental basis, Elk Grove High School 
officials report tremendous interest. 


"IN FEBURAUY, 400 students used 


the computer here," said William Jack- 
son, career guidance consultant at Elk 
Grove. "In March, 800 students used it. 
The computer now runs constantly." 


Students with a career interest can get 


Information ranging from salary to Job 
requirements. Those who haven't chosen 
a field start by taking a scries of tests to 
determine their interests nnd abilities. 


The computer nlso is programmed to 


list schools that offer courses necessary 
for a particular career and gives scholar- 
ship Information. Jackson said the com- 
puter also can give jobs suitable for 
physically handicapped students. The in- 
formation is fed into the computer which 
then comes out with the suggestions. 


"It allows counseling at a much higher 


level," Jackson said. The students get 
more data than ever before and when 
they do come in to see their counselor, 
tho session is more beneficial," he 
added. 


JACKSON ESTIMATED that the com- 


puter career program, if approved by the 
board of education when evaluated in 
May, would probably cost about $4,000 a 


year per school. "That may sound like n 
lot, but it works out to be about $1.25 per 
student," Jackson said. "It's expensive, 
but you can better service the students." 


The schools are tied by phone line into 


the computer bank which is now at a 
Niles high school. Data is ted into the 
computer and returned to the school by a 
teletype terminal which the students op- 
crate. 


"The kids use computers in many 


classes and are used to them, so the oper- 
ation of the computer hasn't been a prob- 
lem," Jackson said. 


Jackson's initial fear that the system, 


which Is available for use by any district 
student, would go unnoticed, was quickly 
eased when tho rush of students started 
as soon as the computer was installed 
and word got around. 


"It (the computer) sells isclf," he said. 


"I sure haven't had to advertise." 


Incumbents Lillian Stiller and Susan 


Rose were elected Saturday to three-year 
terms on the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist.

Mrs. Stiller and Mrs. Rose were chal-
